Thirty Million Years 
Old Fossil Found — 


A 30,000,000-year-old prehistoric 
fossl1 animal with the skeletal re- 
mains of a large rat it ate for lunch 
has been unearthed by University of 
California palcontologists in South 
America, says United Press. 


Dr R. A. Stirton, associate pro- 
fessor of paleontology, who brought 
the specimen back from South 
America, said the unimal probably 
was a borhyena, 9 carnivorous mir- 
supial similar to a modern wolf or 
hyena, : 


The beast apparently dicd ‘short! 
‘after’. dining on a histricomorp 
rodent; belonging. to the prehistoric 
porcupine and guinea: pig family, 
Dr’ Stirton sald.” - 


The sclentist described the fossil 
beds of northern South America ts 
virtually unexplored.

Shen Chth-tsal, 
whose decade of despotic rule (m- 
planted in the Sinkinng Turkish 
peoples vu burning hatred for Chinese 
central! authority, which  cven 
Chang’s exceptional nobility may be 
unable to adbdde In the few crucial 
months at his command. 

The sober truth is that Chany's 
headquarters at Tihwa 1s. his .sole 
isinnd of ussured tfoyalty in all 
Turkestan’s vast renches,. people by 
heterogencous desert und mountain 
races whose cohesive Muslim loyal- 
tles and antipathies have been 
freshly kindled by the success of the 
Sinktang, Muslim rebellion, which 
Was = accompanied by the filght of 
Shen Shth-tsal back to the heart of 
China on September 1D, 1944. 

The actual result of the victorl- 
ous revolution is the existence of an 
autonomous Muslim: government 
encompassing the ‘richest, -north- 
west third of Sinklang, along the 
Sovict frontier. The Insurgents 
formally signed a treaty at Tihwa 
on June 6 last, agrecing that the 
three rebellious northwest regions 
should be’ an integral art of 
Sinklang under a Iiberal Sino- 
Musllm coalition sovernment, But 
I was unable'to find many Iindica- 
tlons that the Muslim leaders of the 
so-called “East Turkestan People’s 
Republic” are., sincerely trying to 
live up to the provisions of the Tihwa 
treaty, . : 
Russian Commodities ; 

The = present Chincse military 
frontier {is the Manassa River, 70 
miles west of Tihwa, beyond which 
Lentral Government troops or 
administrators are not permitted to 
venture, The result fs that Chang’s 
“government in Tihwa is unable to 
secure sorely needed conl, petroleum, 
gold, grain, flour, meats, hides and 
other commodities from the bounti- 
ful northwest, while the insurgents 
are doing good business with tho 
Sovicts across the Kazakstan border. 
In fact, Russian commodities are 
belng-.smuggled freely, into ‘Tihwa 
by way Of the Musliim-capital at 
KuldjJa, called Ining by the Chinese. 

The Kuldja insurgents maintain a 
well organised army, comprising at 
least 11,000 troops~-six regiments 
of half cavalry and half infantry. 

Indicative of the serious“ propor- 
tions of the impasse, the Kuldja 
Muslim are even forbidding Chang 
to secure badly needed gasoline 
from the rich Wusu oilfield, only 150 
miles west of Tihwa. Gasoline in 
Tihwa costs US$3.00 per gallon. 

I talked to several
